tioning the commodity within a month 
or less, office of Price Administration 
sources said Saturday. 


Designs for rationing books arc be- 


ing drawn and printed, it was learned, 
and details of the rationing machinery 
nearly perfected. 


Large industrial sugar consumers al- 


ready have been limited to the same 
supplies they received for the same 
period in 
1940 and this restriction 


made itself felt for weeks at retail 
outlets. 


Many grocery stores have placed ar- 


bitrary limits on amounts sold each 
customer and in places whore the 
run has been heavy some customers 
are unable to buy sugar in any quan- 
tity. 


Following the Japanese attack on 


Pearl Harbor last December 7, gov- 
ernment officials said the customer 
demand increased to such an extent 
that a full month's supply was ex- 
hausted within a week.

From American Hearts 


Who doubts the determination of 


the American people, has not seen 
them offering the literal blood of 
their hearts to safeguard as best they 
may the lives of the soldiers and 
sailors who go out to risk death for 
their sake. 


In response to an urgent call from 


the Army and Navy for blood plasma, 
2,000,000 Americans are stepping quiet- 
ly forward to offer that blood. The 
American Red Cross is receiving the 
donations of blood, and taking care 
of its processing into dried plasma, 
shipping it then to army posts, ships, 
and first-adi slations where it may 
save lives. 


It is not a desperate or heroic action, 


this giving of a pint of blood, yet 
blood is life, and who gives blood thus 
gives a lilllc tithe, perhaps, of his 
own life to save that of another. Lit- 
erally from 
the 
beating heart of 


America comes this offering freely and 
undramalically given. 


Have you forgotten what America 


means? Go to one of these Red Cross 
stalions for the receipt of blood dona- 
tions, and watch the people conic, 
quietly, with suppressed eagerness 
hidden beneath an outer layer of 
deprecation, lest they be caught look- 
ing melodramatic. 


Here is an old and frail-looking 


lady, seeming 10 years past the allow- 
ed limit of 60. Is it a son or even 
a grandson she sees bleeding out 
his life for lack of the plasma that 
might save it? 


Here is a skinny, drugstore sort of 


youth, the kind you would have 
sworn yesterday had never had a 
serious thought. Yet he is here, and 
tomorrow when they ask him about 
it at the drugstore 
he 
will back 


away with a deprecating "A-a-aw! It 
ain't anything!" But he is here. 


Here is a slender young woman, her 


eyes too bright, her cheeks too rouged, 
her fingernails too scarlet, her dress 
and manner suggesting that even in 
her youth she has seen things better 
left unseen. Yet she is here. Has 
not she too a heart, and does it nol 
beal with American blood? 


Here is a shapeless woman with 


great red hands. She speaks not a 
word of English. But her blood, gush- 
ing through the tube into the glass 
receptacle, speaks eloquently enough. 


Here is a brawny truck driver, cas- 


ual in his second gift of blood; a 
fat and rosy woman; an embarrassed 
salesman of neckties; a young man 
already wearing the uniform of hit, 
country; rich man, poor man, beg- 
garnuui, they come. 


Little enough they had in common, 


these strangely assorted people; they 
might never have met, never have

Big Tank Battle 
Now Raging on 
Libyan Front 


British Troops 
Make Contact With 
Counter Attacking 
Axis Force 


CAIRO —(/P)— Britain's main forces 


in Libya have engaged the counter 
attacking German army in a great 
new tank battle now raging on a 
"very large" battlefield skirting the 
Gulf of Sirlc, north of Agedabia, the 
British reported Saturday. 


A brief communique indicated that 


fighting still was inconslusive but 
British sources said German General 
Rommel apparently had thrown more 
than half of his remaining strength 
into the embattled triangle with points 
at Agedabia, Saunu, 42 miles to the 
east and Antclat, 30 miles northwest 
of Adegabia. 


British sources said that Lt. Ben 


Bitdhvc's Eighth ;<rmy had heavy 
.strength in that triangle and was per- 
haps lying in wait for the opportunity 
that has come. 


"Rommel has run tank columns in- 


to battlefields of Ritchie's own choos- 
ing, one well supplied andprepared, 
therefore the British probably are 
making a real effort to stop him and 
erase the forces he has pulled off its 
base at El Agheila," the source said. 


It was emphasized, however, that 


it was still too early to say whether 
the Axis were making an attack in 
force or had launched a full scale 
counter offensive.

Yet fight mayors and seriffs 
is what OCD has to do to a degree 
which few people realize. For in- 
stance— 


The OCD has printed a dcally mag- 


nificent set of 45 handbooks covering 
every phase of civilian defense, mean- 
ing the actual defense of bommbcd 
areas. There are handbooks for air 
wardens, blackouts, protection against 
gas, first aid, fire protection and the 
whole works. 
Millions of copies of 


these books have been printed at 
federal expense for free distribution 
where they'll do the most good. Yet, 
under the crazy setup now in existe- 
nce, 
the national headquarters of 


OCD can't send these instructions 
directly to the local defense councils 
known to be functioning. 
Instead, 


OCD headquarters must send 
the 


pamphlets to slale headquarters, stale 
headquarters must send them to the 
mayors, and tho mayors pass them oul 
to the zones. "I hope,'" says Mayor 
La Guardia pitifully, "that they've 
been distributed." 


Some havn't been. 
They're still 


piled up at state headquarters. If 
your local defense council isn't on the 
job, the correct course of action is not 
to just sit there, but to pretend you're 
and Eleanor Roosevelt or a Fiorello 
La Guardia, as the sex may be, and 
start gelling in people's hair yourself. 


Small Stuff 
Another bowl of grief which the 


OCD headquarters has filled with tears 
is the matter of gelling the mayors of 
neighbaring cilies to co-orerate. 
In 


some of the industrial areas particu- 
larly, Ihe problem of defense can't be 
broken down into separate communi- 
ty jobs, but must be integrated for the 
whole region. In thai case, the mayor 
of the largest community has been 
asked to head up the task. But in all 
too many cases, the mayor and the 
police chief and the fire chief of the 
suburb won't co-operate. 


No wonder La Guardia confesses 


now that he gets a little tired at the 
end of Uie day.

The buyer of a good used car ought 


to be the smallest man in the world. 


He's gol to have horse sense, good 


eyesight, 
mechanical mind and 


enough nerve to nose into every au- 
tomobile essential and accessory, or 
else he's a bargain-buying sap. 


Come this spring and summer (the 


usual time for the big sales of the 
used-car year) there ought to be 
second-hand car selling such as never 
before. 


There were 27,000,000 cars on U. S. 


highways last year. Only 5,000.000 of 
them were new, leaving 22,000,000 in 
the used class. Nobody seems to know 
how many used cars sat out the year 
in parking lots or garages. 


The average value by 1940 statistics 


is about ?350 for a good buy. That 
year the most cars sold were 1937 
models, then 1936. That gives you an 
idea of what to expect this season. 


Used Car Tips 
So, come closer, mister, and hear 


from Consumer Union Director Arthur 
Kallet about how not to be a dope 
when you sink your dough in a used 
car: 


Consider use and abuse more than 


miles and age, insist on a 60 day guar- 
antee, get a clear title for your cash, 
remember that the greater the price 
of the can when new, the bigger the 
repair cost and operation will be for 
this bargain you're buying. 


Take your look-see in daylight. 


Consider the frame and the motor 
above all else. 


Know you that upholstery usually 


shows the kind of care the car got. 
Worn pedals or floor mats (or new 
ones) reveal long use quicker than a 
speedometer which can be set.

A War Department bulletin said 


MacArthur's troops, though fatigued 
by six weeks of incessant fighting, 
were resisting courageously. 


Heavy losses were suffered on both 


sides," the communique said, adding 
that the Japanese continued to land 
reinforcements in the Subic Bay be- 
yond the west coast of the rugged 
| Batan Peninsula, increasing their al- 
ready overwhelming numerical su- 
periority. 


Try to Turn Left Flank 
Military spokesmen said the Jap- 


anese apparently were trying to turn 
General MacArthur's left flank, anch- 
ored on the south 
China 
Sea and 


smother the defenders with mass at- 
tacks elsewhere. 


They acknowledged that the In-

think Washington had a care in the 
world. 


I doubt if there's another ice rink 


anywhere like the Reflecting Pool. 
You can stand at one end and say "I'll 
race you from the Washington Monu- 
ment lo the Lincoln Memorial." 


One of the bright young men who 


cover "Ihe Hill" .set out the other day 
to try to find some new bill that did- 
n't have a thing lo do with war. After 
diligent search he came on "A bill to 
appropriate funds to provide for the 
educational attainment of persons 17 
years of age or over having less than 
a fourth grade education." 


His shout of "Eureka" died on his 


lips for the next phrase was, "For the 
purpose of facilitating the National 
Defense." It is, too. It's a measure 
designed to raise the educational sta- 
tus of boys who have been deferred 
in the draft for failure to meet its 
comparatively mild educational stand- 
ards. 


Sixty-two bills and some minutes 


later, he arrived at "H. R. 6332." It 
looked like a cinch. It was a bill to 
change the foundations of the Chicka- 
mauga-Chattanooga National Park in 
Tennessee 
and Georgia. 
A closer 


scrutiny let that dawn with a plop, 
too. 
That's a military reservation.

Abbott and Costello, a couple of j 
hotel detectives, are being shased by 
the spies. 
Costello hides in a large; 


sack of laundry and a moment later) 
a workman gies it the old heave-hoi 
down a steep chute into a glass-sided! 
washing machine which is about eight 
feet square and 10 feet high. Abbott 
sees him there and, jumping up and 
down with excitment, steps on var- 
ious control buttons set in a floor 
plate. 


Water flows into the tank and a 


massive, rubber-bladed agitator rises 
on a vertical shaft and begins to churn 
it. 


The comic is whirled and battered 


around mercilessly, manages to es- 
cape and climb part way up the chute 
then slips and goes back into the ma- 
chine, this time straddling the ag- 
itator. It carries him to the top of the 
tank where he's alternately doused 
by a stream of soap and a powerful 
spray of water.

Triumph of Jesus Over Temptations 
Gives Men Strength to Conquer 
Evil 
Text: Matthew 4:1-11

The story of the temptation of Jesus 


about which much mystery has been 
attached, is easy of comprehension if 
we approach it with sufficient direct- 
ness. Remember the true humanity of 
Jesus and keep in mind the charac- 
teristic temptations which have as- 


sailed those who were capable of 
great -achievement and to whom was 
entrusted great 
power. 


We should never forget the divinity 


of Jesus was revealed in a truly human 
life. The writer of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews has stresse din many ways 
the fact that Jesus'took on Him our 
full humanity, and that He was "in 
all points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin." 


If we do not grasp this fact of the 


true humanity of Jesus and that He 
was capable of being tempted, we 
are led into all manner of unreal 
and speculative interpretations of the 
story of the temptation. 


We have here three temptations re- 


corded—temptations coming at the out 
set of the ministry of Jesus, and at a 
time following a period of fasting 
when Me was peculiarly subject to 
temptation. It would be a mistake to 
think of temptation in the life of 
Jesus as confined entirely to this early 
experience. As a matter of fact, we 
see the crucial temptation htat came 
at the very end of His earthly life, 
when He prayed earnestly.that the cup 
might pass and was tempted to re- 
nounce His mission, a temptation 
over which He trimuphed in the pray- 
er, "Not my will, but thine be done." 


This 
early 
temptation, however, 


had a significance no temptation in an 
intervening period could have had. 
The decision in this hour of trial 
meant the complete acceptance of His 
mission and the vanquishing of the 
tempter. In almost every life there

Wheel bearings are loose or king- 


pins worn if you hear n clucking 
sound and feel slack when yo ushake 
a front wheel by the top with both 
hands. 


The clutch is worn unless a one- 


finger push on the clutch moves the 
pedal an inch. 


Another clutch test: Stall the en- 


gine instantly by engaging the clutch 
after you set the breaks, go into high 
gear and open the throttle. Otherwise, 
the clutch is slipping. 


Watch the Brakes 
Brakes are no good if the brake 


pedal touches the floor when you 
use all your force on it. 


Brakes need fixing if the car swerves 


sideways when you apply brakes hard 
at 20 m.p.h. 


Step on the starter and let the en- 


gine die about ten times in succes- 
sion. 
Listen for grind that means 


broken teeth on the fly-wheel starter 
gear. 


Light blue smoke ,31 the rear of the 


car can be seen by your backseat 
driver while you race the engine if 
new piston rings or valve guides are 
needed.

The second temptation 
to cast Himself down from the pin- 
nacle of the temple was the tempta- 
tion to allow personal vanity to sup- 
plant the consecration of His powers 
to high and noble ends. It is a tem- 
ptation to which many men who were 
capable of greatness have succumbed. 
The third temptation, possibly more 
intense than either of the other two, 
was the temptation to achieve world 
power and grandeur to the disre- 
gard of conscience or any higher way 
of life. 


One may say the devil did not have 


tch power to give to Jesus rule over 
the world, but that is to miss the 
reality of the temptation, for this 
temptation comes from the conscious- 
ness of power and the significance 
of the temptation is in some mislead- 
ing voice of assurance that one can 
achieve earthly mastery. Is not this 
exactly tlie temptation that destroyed 
Napoleon and many others, of whose 
ability there could be no doubt, but 
who sold themselves to the lust of 
world domination only to achieve their 
own destruction? 


Jesus conquered these characteris- 


tic temptations. The sense of His di- 
vine mission triumphed over every 
earthly allurement. In the hour of 
His spiritual conquest, angels came 
and ministered unto Him. He went 
forth to His mission under the power 
of God, and it is the power of His 
conquest that gives men faith and 
strength to triumph over sin and its 
allurements.

Farm Bureau 
Favors 110% 
Parity Clause 


Organization 
Recommends 
Changes in Price 
Fixing Measure 


Communications reiterating their op- 


position to inflation, with specific 
reference to certain phases of pending 
prices fixing legislation, are being 
sent to President Roosevelt and con- 
gressional leaders by members of the 
Arkansas Farm Bureau Federation, R, 
E. Short of Brinkley, president, re- 
ported this week. 
. Mr. Short, a member of the board of 
directors of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, said that farmers in 
Arkansas are supporting policies of tho 
national organization in asking remov- 
al of the amendment which calls for 
recstablishmcnt of the base period for 
computation of parity prices for farm 
products, retention of the provision 
which gives the Secretary of Agri- 
culture prior approval in the setting 
of price ceilings, and inclusion of the 
provision setting 110 per cent of parity 
as ceilings for farm prices. 


He urged every resident of Arkansas 


to take an active interest in price 
fixing issues, pointing out that Arkan- 
sas is primarily an agricultural state 
and calling attention to the condi- 
tions in which farmers found them- 
selves at the close of tho last war. 


In issuing a statement of policy for 


his organization on price fixing, Mr. 
Short charged that "The failure of the 
congress to recognize the parity con- 
cent for all groups in considering the 
price fixing bill is directly responsible 
for the unfortunate position in which 
this measure is now in." 


His statement said: 
"Contrary to general opinion, load- 


ing farm organizations are opposed to 
reestablishing the base period for the 
computation of parity prices for farm 
products even though farmers obvious- 
ly would enjoy a temporary gain if the 
1919-29 period was substituted for the 
1909-14 period. Farmers have recog- 
nized in this amendment a departure 
from the longtime principle of parity 
which they have advocated and the 
Farm Bureau, among others, has Vig- 
orously condemned it. Only recently 
President Edward A. O'Neal and other 
leaders in the 
national federation 


withdrew in protest from a so-called 
farm conference in Washington when 
this and other schemes were pro- 
pounded by inflationists who dom- 
inated the meeting. All that agricul- 
ture asks, or is entitled to, is a fail- 
relationship between the prices of its 
commodities and those which farmers 
must pay for the goods and services of 
other groups. 


'The Farm Bureau has repeatedly 


attacked all proposals which would 
add impetus to the already alarming 
trend toward inflation whether they 
originated in industry, agriculture or 
labor. No group is more sincere in 
its efforts to prevent price spiraling 
than farmers because bitter experience 
has taught them that agriculture suf- 
fers the greatest hardships during the 
period of deflation that inevitably 
follows. The last World war proved 
that conclusively. 


"Price Administrator Leon Hender- 


son has received more sympathetic 
support from organized farmers than 
from any other source. Long before 
Pearl Harbor was attacked they ap- 
praised themselves of economic con- 
ditions and asked that their own prices 
be controlled and that those of in- 
dustry and the wages of labor also be 
controlled, with the parity concept 
recognized, to combat inflation and 
thereby prevent a repetition of the 
economic catastrophe which wrecked 
agriculture in 1920. In asking that 
ceilings on their prices be fixed at 
110 per cent of parity, farmers have 
taken into consideration the face that.

Farmers Advised 
to Purchase 
Best in Seeds 


Suggest Ways of 
Making Food-far* 
Victory Drive 
Successful 


Quality nnd quantity of potatoes in 


Hempsteatl county this year will de- 
pend largely upon the quality of seed 
potatoes planted, Oliver L. Adams, 
county agent, said Wednesday in dis- 
cussing methods of increasing crop 
yields for the Food-for-Victory drive. 


In a very few weeks, Hempstead 


county farmers will begin buying seed 
potatoes tor this year's crop, and the 
purchase of good seed, he pointed out, 
is probably the most important step 
in the production of the potato crop. 


"With the great demands that are 


being made on the nation's farmers 
to produce more and more food and 
feed, with farm boys going into the 
armed services, with 
labor 
being 


drawn from farms to defense indus- 
tries, and with possible shortages of 
certain fertilizers and insecticides, this 
is no time to waste labor nnd supplies 
on the production of in ferioi- crops." 


Poor seed can result in a crop of 


potatoes that will not be worth har- 
vesting. 
Fortunately, however, Mr. 


Adams said, there is a much smaller 
possibility of purchasing pool- seed 
potatoes this year than in former 
years since the State Plant Board 
has established minimum standards 
that must be met by any lot of pota- 
toes offered for sale in the stale. If 
the lot of potatoes inspected fall be- 
low these standards, they must be sold 
as table stock rather than as seed. 


The farmer's best buy is Certified 


seed. This seed, according to Earl 
J. Allen of tho University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture, is grown eith- 
er in northern or western states where 
the cooler, drier growing seasons re- 
sult in a more vigorous stock as the 
potato is a cool-weather crop and 
tends to "run out" when grown in 
warmer climates. 


Before seed potatoes arc labeled as 


"Certified," the extension liorlicul- 
turist says, rigid inspections r.re made 
of the potato fields during the grow- 
ing season and of the potatoes in the 
storage bins after the crop has been 
harvested. Any field of potatoes that 
shows a considerable amount of dis- 
ease will be turned down as not for 
certification. 
Even after rigid field 


inspection certain diseases may show 
up on or in the tubers 'after harvest. 
Bin inspection will show this and 
cnuse rejection of the stock. 


Certified potato seed are labeled 


with the official tag of the state cer- 
tifying agency of the state in which 
tlie potatoes are produced. 


The supply of Certified Seed Pota- 


toes this year is larger than usual, 
Allen says, and farmers should have 
no triublc obtaining seed at fairly 
reasonable prices. 


Seed potatoes produced in Nebrasga, 


North Dakota, Minnesota, Michigan, 
and Colorado and certified by official 
agencies have given good results for 
Arkansas growers.
